The new bylaw recently introduced |

makers, who are in the habit of tak- 
ing their dogs with them, give East- 
bourne a wide berth, } 
There are so many curious bylaws | 
i to be met with at the various English 
seaside places that the holiday-maker 
should make careful inquiries when 
visiting a new resort, if he does not; 
wish to break the law. Ignorance of 
the law is no defence, { 
How many people know that it is 
illegal for a person to have in his 
ossession an edible crab measuring | 
ess than four and a quarter inches 
in length? To have the crab in one’s | 
possession is an offence punishable by 
tine, even if one has no intention 
of trying to sell the shell-fish. So 
| take a pocket-rule with you on your 
| promenades, and carefully measure | 
all crabs and lobsters before you take 
them home. Lobsters must measure 
| eight inches from head to tail when 
| spread flat. 
_ The subject of mixed bathing has 
worried many seaside authorities, and 
there are different regulations in force | 
at nearly every resort. At Margate, 
‘ Yarmouth, and Scarborough, for in- 
Stance, mixed dating is aliowed with- 
out any restrictions. At Morecambe | 
Bay the sexes must be at least sixty 
yards apart. 

Don’t take a white bathing costume 
with you to Morecambe Bay, as the 
authorities have taken exception to | 
this color, for some weird reason. 

Many people imagine that anyone 
can bathe trom the beach, but this 
is not the case at some resorts, where 
parts of the shore are private At 
Broadstairs a portion of tae foreshore 
is private property, and the bather is 
liable to prosecution. 

The Kamsgate authorities object to 
hawkers and vendors, and only allow 

; @ limited number of these gentry to 
patrol the beach. Why this should be 
so nobody knows, as iruit-sellers and 
ice-cream vendors are very much in 
demand during the hot weather, and 
holiday-makers seldom care about 
walking into the town to quench their 
thirst, 

Hawkers may hawk, and vendors 
may vend, at Morecambe Bay, but for- 


| tune-tellers must not tell tortunes— 

| say those in authority. At some sea- 

| side resorts no hawkers at all are al- 
lowed. At Yarmouth the beach is 
mostly occupied by sellers of sea- 
shells, and only a few hawkers are 
to be found. 


A curious regulation came into force 
at Scarborough some years ago, when 
the question of running trains on Sun- 
days was raised. Alter a good deal of 
discussion, the authorities decided to 
run Sunday trams, but at the same 

,| time introauced a bylaw to forbid the 
»| drivers ringing tneir bells when pass- 
ing places of worship. Cyclists snould 
therelore retrain trom sounding their 
bells when passing churches in Scar- 
borough, or they may render them- 
selves liable to prosecution.
